NOTICES  REGARDING  MEAT  INSPECTION. 

INSPECTION  OF  HOCK  AND  STIFLE  REGION  IN  OLD  CATTLE. 

Inspectors  are  reminded  that  tuberculous  lesions  appear  somewhat  frequently  as 
calcined  swellings  without  marked  inflammation  in  the  region  of  the  hock  and  stifle 
joints  of  old  cattle.  Care  should  be  exercised  to  include  an  examination  of  these 
regions  in  the  post-mortem  inspection  of  such  carcasses.  The  examination  should 
include  an  incision  into  the  aponeurotic  sheath  in  the  region  of  the  internal  tuberosity 
of  the  tibia. 

REMOVAL  OF  TAG  FASTENERS  FROM  MEATS. 

The  attention  of  proprietors  and  operators  of  official  establishments  is  directed  to 
the  necessity  of  seeing  that  the  metal  fasteners,  commonly  used  for  affixing  lot  and 
weight  tags  to  carcasses  and  cuts,  are  removed  therefrom  as  soon  as  they  have  served 
their  purpose  and  before  the  meats  are  placed  in  cure  or  otherwise  processed.  The 
purpose  of  this  requirement  is  to  prevent  the  inclusion,  through  accident  or  care- 
lessness, of  such  fasteners  in  canned  meats  or  in  other  form  of  meat  food  products. 
The  requirement  applies  to  all  forms  of  metal  fasteners  but  with  especial  force  to 
those  which  on  account  of  their  small  size  are  not  readily  perceived  in  products 
undergoing  preparation  or  which  on  account  of  barbed  points  are  a  menace  to  the 
consumer  of  products  from  which  the  fasteners  have  not  been  removed. 

Inspectors  in  charge  are  directed  to  report  to  the  bureau  failure  on  the  part  of  any 
establishment  to  observe  strictly  the  foregoing  requirement. 

SPECIAL  PROVISIONS  REGARDING  IMPORTATION  OF  AMERICAN   MEAT  INTO   FRANCE. 

Information  has  been  received  from  the  French  Minister  of  Agriculture  to  the 
effect  that  during  the  period  of  war  American  meat  cured  in  the  ordinary  way,  and 
then  rubbed  with  salt  containing  a  small  quantity  of  borax,  will  be  permitted  impor- 
tation into  France.  All  hams  cured  in  this  manner  must  be  offered  for  sale  under 
the  designation  "American  hams."  Each  consignment  of  such  meat  must  be 
accompanied  with  a  certificate  and  be  subject  to  inspection  at  one  of  the  following 
authorized  ports  of  entry  into  France:  Calais,  Dunkirk,  Boulogne,  Dieppe,  Havre, 
Bordeaux,  Marseille. 

SAMPLE  LABELS  SHOULD  BE  FREE  OF  UNNECESSARY  MATERIAL. 

With  reference  to  instructions  under  the  caption  "Size  of  sample  labels,  etc.," 
in  Service  and  Regulatory  Announcements  for  November,  1914,  page  149,  it  should  be 
observed  that  all  unnecessary  material  is  to  be  removed  from  cartons,  wrappers,  and 
imprints  of  stencils  and  dies  submitted  to  the  bureau  for  approval.  In  cases  where 
two  or  more  ends  of  cartons  bear  like  statements  in  the  same  size  and  style  of  lettering, 
one  of  the  ends  will  suffice ;  and  if  the  ends  on  the  bottoms  of  cartons  are  exact  dupli- 
cates of  those  on  the  tops,  the  bottoms  should  not  be  submitted.  These  instructions 
should  be  closely  followed  in  order  to  obviate  unnecessary  inconvenience  in  handling 
and  filing  the  containers  and  imprints,  and  also  with  a  view  to  reducing  the  weight  of 
the  mails.

STOClt  PENS  WHICH  HAVE  CONTAINED  SWINE  AFFECTED  WITH  HOG 

CHOLERA. 

Attention  is  directed  to  B.  A.  I.  Order  245,  regulation  1,  section  4,  paragraph  1, 
regarding  the  cleaning  and  disinfecting  of  stock  pens  used  in  the  interstate  transporta- 
tion of  live  stock  infected  with  a  communicable  disease.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  all 
stock  yards  and  loading  pens  are  considered  to  be  infected  with  hog  cholera,  it  is  not 
deemed  advisable  to  require  the  cleaning  and  disinfecting  of  stock  pens  at  origin  on 
account  of  having  contained  swine  found  on  inspection  at  public  stock  yards  to  be 
affected  with  hog  cholera. 


DIVISION  OF  EXPENDITURES  AMONG  PROJECTS. 

The  following  instructions  are  given  to  inspectors  and  others  in  charge  in  order  that 
there  may  be  greater  uniformity  among  the  various  stations  in  the  distribution  of 
charges  for  salaries,  travel,  and  miscellaneous  expenses  against  the  several  lines  of 
work  involved.  Although  some  of  these  instructions  are  intended  primarily  for  the 
meat-inspection  forces,  all  of  them  should  be  studied  carefully  by  all  employees  who 
have  anything  to  do  with  the  handling  of  accounts  or  reports  pertaining  thereto,  as  it  is 
desired  that  the  general  principles  established  herein  shall  be  strictly  observed  by  all 
stations  in  so  far  as  they  are  applicable. 

1.  At  many  of  the  stations  there  is  a  tendency  to  make  the  charge  against  project 
2E5  (miscellaneous  or  overhead)  very  heavy,  the  result  being  that  the  aggregate  cost 
of  this  project  for  the  entire  bureau  service  is  out  of  proportion  to  what  it  should  be 
when  compared  with  the  other  meat-inspection  projects.  By  following  the  suggestions 
herein,  there  will  be  no  occasion  to  charge  any  salaries  whatever  to  this  project. 
Telephone  service,  office  rental,  the  purchase  of  miscellaneous  office  supplies,  and  the 
expenses  incurred  in  connection  with  the  transfer  of  an  employee  from  one  station  to 
another  are  about  the  only  items  which  are  properly  chargeable  against  this  project. 
It  appears  that  the  purchase  of  supplies  other  than  for  office  purposes,  street  car  fares, 
ordinary  traveling  expenses,  and  all  other  items  may  be  charged  directly  against  the 
particular  project  involved,  or  else  prorated  if  there  are  several  projects  involved. 

2.  Where  several  or  all  employees  at  a  station  are  engaged  more  or  less  continuously 
on  two  or  more  projects  and  it  is  impracticable  to  determine  the  exact  amount  of  time 
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devoted  to  each  line  of  work,  the  salaries  of  all  should  be  totaled  and  the  amount 
distributed  among  the  several  projects  on  a  percentage  basis.  For  example,  if  approxi- 
mately one-fourth  of  their  time  in  the  aggregate  is  given  to  supervising  the  preparation 
of  meat  food  products,  that  project  should  be  charged  with  25  per  cent  of  their  combined 
salaries  and  expenses  and  the  balance  charged  against  the  other  projects  involved. 

3.  The  salaries  of  inspectors  in  charge,  supervising  inspectors,  and  the  clerical  force 
should  be  prorated  between  the  various  projects  on  which  they  are  engaged,  in  the 
same  way  as  indicated  in  the  "preceding  paragraph.  This  plan  should  be  followed  also 
with  reference  to  traveling  expenses  and  street  car  fares,  excepting  when  such  expense 
is  incurred  on  one  specific  line  of  work,  and  then  it  should  be  charged  to  the  particular 
project  involved. 

4.  If  several  employees  are  engaged  in  two  or  more  lines  of  work  and  in  connection 
therewith  have  incurred  expense  for  travel  and  local  street  car  fares  and  the  inspector 
in  charge  desires  to  prorate  such  expense  between  the  several  projects  involved,  it  is 
not  necessary  to  prorate  on  each  of  the  vouchers  or  claims  for  reimbursement,  as  the 
matter  can  be  properly  adjusted  by  prorating  the  aggregate  of  such  expense.  For 
example,  if  the  time  of  two  employees  is  divided  about  equally  between  ante-mortem 
and  post-mortem  work  and  each  incurs  an  expense  of  $5  a  month  for  street  car  fares, 
the  entire  expense  of  one  may  be  charged  to  project  2E2  and  the  expense  of  the  other 
to  project  2E3. 

5.  Where  a  meat-inspection  force  devotes  a  portion  of  the  time  to  work  other  than 
strictly  meat  inspection,  such  as  28-hour-law  work,  supervising  the  interstate  trans- 
portation of  live  stock,  or  the  tuberculin  testing  of  cattle,  and  the  aggregate  salaries 
for  such  work  amounts  to  2  per  cent  or  more  of  the  entire  salary  roll  of  the  force,  it  is 
desired  that  the  salary  of  the  inspector  in  charge  be  prorated  and  this  extra  work  be 
made  to  bear  its  proportionate  cost  of  supervision.  For  example,  if  the  salaries  of  a 
certain  meat-inspection  force  amount  to  $3,300  for  a  given  month,  $300  of  which 
represents  3K2  work  and  $300  for  general  supervision  of  the  entire  force,  the  sum 
chargeable  to  project  3K2  would  be  $330  and  the  balance  of  the  $2,970  would  be 
divided  between  the  various  meat-inspection  projects  involved.  In  this  way  the 
inspection  and  quarantine  work  would  bear  its  pro  rata  share  of  the  cost  of  supervision 
as  well  as  the  meat-inspection  work.     (See  paragraph  6.) 

6.  If  an  employee  who  is  regularly  assigned  to  meat-inspection  work  continuously 
performs  duties  that  are  properly  chargeable  to  another  appropriation,  and  the  aggre- 
gate of  such  extra  work  is  one  day  per  month  or  more,  the  salary  of  such  employee 
should  be  claimed  on  a  Form  3  voucher  and  the  number  of  days  and  the  amount  charge- 
able to  each  project  and  appropriation  indicated  in  the  remarks  column.  If  there 
are  two  or  more  employees  on  the  same  force  assigned  to  such  extra  work  during  a 
given  month,  the  inspector  in  charge  may  arbitrarily  select  one  of  them  and  render 
his  salary  claim  on  a  Form  3  voucher  and  adjust  the  entire  charges  on  the  single 
voucher  for  all  of  the  employees  on  such  extra  work.  The  salaries  of  the  others  per- 
forming such  extra  work  would  be  claimed  on  the  regular  Form  2  pay  roll  in  the  usual 
way.  When  the  salaries  are  arbitrarily  adjusted  in  this  way,  however,  the  proper 
entry  should  be  made  in  the  permanent  records  of  the  station  to  show  the  actual 
duties  performed  by  each  of  the  employees  involved. 

7.  When  the  salaries  of  employees  are  claimed  on  Form  3  vouchers,  they  should 
be  omitted  from  the  T52  report,  as  this  report  is  intended  only  for  the  distribution  of 
salaries  of  employees  whose  names  are  carried  on  the  regular  Form  2  pay  roll.  All 
salaries  should  be  distributed  on  the  T15  reports,  however,  whether  claimed  on 
voucher  Form  3  or  on  the  regular  pay  roll,  as  this  report  should  show  the  entire  salary 
roll  of  the  force,  together  with  all  the  travel  and  miscellaneous  expenses  incurred 
during  the  month  which  it  covers. 
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8 .  When  it  is  necessary  to  incur  expense  for  travel,  street  car  fares,  telephone  service, 
or  for  any  other  purpose  care  should  be  taken  to  see  that  the  same  are  properly  pro- 
vided for  in  an  authorization  payable  from  the  appropriation  to  which  the  particular 
work  is  chargeable.  Expenses  authorized  in  an  authorization  payable  from  the  meat- 
inspection  appropriation  should  be  used  only  for  meat-inspection  work.  If  it  is  neces- 
sary to  incur  expenses  in  connection  with  the  inspection  and  quarantine  work,  such 
as  project  3K2,  the  bureau  should  be  requested  to  furnish  an  authorization  payable 
from  that  appropriation  before  the  expense  is  incurred. 

9.  When  an  expense  for  telephone  service  or  for  other  purposes  is  incurred  pri- 
marily for  two  or  more  projects  payable  from  different  appropriations,  such  as  ante- 
mortem  inspection  (2E2)  and  28-hour-law  work  (11K2),  such  expense  must  be  au- 
thorized under  two  separate  and  distinct  authorizations,  one  chargeable  to  the  meat- 
inspection  appropriation  and  the  other  to  the  inspection  and  quarantine  appropria- 
tion. The  authorizations  at  each  station  should  be  carefully  checked  to  see  if  they 
are  broad  enough  to  take  care  of  the  work  and  are  payable  from  the  proper  appropria- 
tions, in  order  to  provide  for  the  various  projects  involved. 

10.  When  the  transfer  of  an  employee  from  one  station  to  another  is  effective  other 
than  on  the  first  day  of  the  month,  the  latter  station  should  be  advised  by  the  former 
of  the  class  of  work  on  which  the  employee  was  engaged  for  the  portion  of  the  month 
at  the  former  station.  This  may  be  done  by  making  a  memorandum  on  the  Form 
A15  card  which  accompanies  the  employee  in  his  transfer.  This  information  is  neces- 
sary in  connection  with  the  preparation  of  the  salary  voucher  and  the  T15  report  at 
the  station  to  which  the  employee  was  transferred.  The  salary  claim  of  the  em- 
ployee involved,  for  the  month  in  which  the  transfer  is  made,  should  be  stated 
on  a  Form  3  voucher  and  a  notation  made  in  the  remarks  column  to  indicate  the 
number  of  days  chargeable  to  each  station  and  the  cost  of  each  project  involved,  for 
example: 

July  1  to  15,  Chicago,  111.  (meat  inspection),  project  2E3. 

July  16  to  31,  Kansas  City,  Kans.  (inspection  and  quarantine),  project  3K2. 

11.  It  appears  advisable  that  a  record  similar  to  the  form  below  should  be  estab- 
lished and  maintained  at  each  station,  in  order  that  the  necessary  information  may 
be  available  for  the  preparation  of  the  pay  rolls  and  the  various  reports  required. 
With  such  a  record  there  should  be  no  difficulty  in  making  the  proper  distribution  of 
the  salaries  of  all  employees  on  the  force.  The  summaries  of  this  record  would  be 
available  for  the  preparation  of  the  T15  and  T52  reports,  while  the  record  itself  should 
be  kept  in  the  permanent  files  of  the  station  for  reference. 

12.  At  the  stations  where  a  night  patrol  is  maintained  the  salaries  and  expenses  so 
involved  should  be  charged  against  the  particular  projects  for  which  the  patrol  is 
required.  For  example,  if  the  patrol  is  required  for  supervising  operations  connected 
with  the  reinspection,  such  as  receiving  meat  into  an  establishment,  breaking  seals 
on  cars,  or  supervising  shipments,  the  expense  should  be  charged  against  project 
2E4.  If,  in  addition  to  any  of  the  above-mentioned  work,  the  employee  on  night 
patrol  also  supervises  the  tanking  of  condemned  carcasses  or  emergency  slaughter 
operations,  then  the  expense  for  the  night  patrol  should  be  prorated  between  projects 
2E3  and  2E4.  This  rule  should  be  followed  in  other  cases  where  similar  conditions 
are  involved.

TRAVELING   EXPENSES— MEAL    AT    OFFICIAL    STATION    JUST    BEFORE 

DEPARTURE. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  following  decision  of  the  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury, 
relating  to  a  charge  for  a  meal  which  seemingly  might  have  been  obtained  at  the 
employee's  official  station,  before  he  commenced  the  trip,  at  no  expense  to  the 
Government.  It  will  be  noted  that  the  decision  makes  a  distinction  between  meals 
obtained  after  departure  from  an  official  station  at  about  mealtime  for  "official" 
reasons,  and  those  obtained  for  "personal  or  domestic"  reasons.  Employees  will 
govern  themselves  accordingly. 

Treasury  Department, 

Washington,  May  9,  1916. 

Sir:  I  have  your  letter  of  the  5th  instant,  as  follows: 

"I  respectfully  request  your  decision  as  to  whether  the  payment  by  me  from  the 
appropriation  "Salaries,  Fees,  and  Expenses  of  Marshals,  United  States  Courts." 
of  the  item  of  marshal's  expense  incurred  in  traveling  on  official  business,  as  stated 
below,  and  similar  items  in  future  is  authorized. 

'"April  30,  1916:  Supper  on  boat,  75  cents.' 

'•'This  boat  is  scheduled  to  leave  Richmond,  Ya.,  for  Norfolk,  Va.,  at  7  p.  m.,  daily. 
My  supper  hour  at  my  residence  is  never  before  7  p.m.  My  residence  is  so  far  from 
the  wharf  from  which  the  boat  leaves  that  it  is  necessary  that  I  leave  my  home  not 
later  than  6  p.  m.  in  order  to  reach  the  boat  before  it  leaves.  This  boat  is  used  by  me 
frequently  in  going  to  Norfolk,  Va.,  on  official  business,  and  as  I  always  have  my 
supper  on  the  boat  I  will  thank  you  for  your  decision  as  to.  whether  items  of  expense 
such  as  stated  above  are  properly  chargeable  and  payable  in  my  expense  account." 

A  United  States  marshal  is  entitled  to  necessary  expenses  of  lodging  and  subsistence 
not  exceeding  $4  per  day,  when  necessarily  absent  from  his  official  residence  on  official 
business.  (Sec.  12,  act  of  May  28,  1895;  '29  Stat.,  183.)  Assuming  that  the  meal  in 
question  is  taken  after  the  boat  leaves  Richmond,  the  sole  question  for  determination 
is  whether  or  not  this  expense  is  a  necessary  expense  of  the  official  trip. 

'Where  a  person  who  travels  on  official  business  finds  it  impracticable  to  take  a  meal 
at  his  official  residence  before  commencing  a  trip,  the  expense  of  taking  it  en  route 
is  a  necessary  and  legitimate  expense  of  the  trip;  but  such  person  should  not  put  the 
Government  to  unnecessary  expense  for  a  meal  which  might  have  been  taken  before 
the  trip  commenced. 
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The  hour  of  7  p.  m.  seems  to  afford  time  in  which  to  take  the  evening  meal  before 
commencing  the  trip.     The  reason  given  for  not  doing  so  is  personal  or  domestic,  and 
not  official.    The  resulting  expense,  therefore,  is  not  a  necessary  official  expense  and 
you  are  accordingly  not  authorized  to  pay  it.

AMENDMENT  TO  FISCAL  REGULATIONS  CONCERNING  LOST  CHECKS. 

By  Memorandum  No.  171  of  June  1, 1916,  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  has  amended 
paragraph  97  of  the  fiscal  regulations  to  read  as  follows: 

97.  Immediately  upon  the  loss  of  a  check  the  owner  should  notify  the  disbursing 
clerk,  or  other  fiscal  agent,  of  the  department  in  writing,  giving,  if  possible,  the  date,  the 
number,  and  the  amount  of  the  check,  in  order  that  payment  may  be  stopped  immedi- 
ately by  that  officer.  He  should  then  make  every  effort  possible  to  trace  the  check 
through  postal  and  other  channels,  which  action,  with  the  result  thereof,  should  be 
made  the  subject  of  a  supplementary  report  to  the  disbursing  clerk  or  fiscal  agent.  In 
case  the  check  is  not  found  when  the  second  report  is  made,  the  party  of  interest  will 
receive  from  the  department  a  blank  bond  of  indemnity  for  execution  and  return  with 
an  accompanying  affidavit  setting  forth  the  circumstances  attending  the  loss  of  the 
check.  After  the  expiration  of  30  days  from  the  date  of  the  original  check  a  duplicate 
will  be  issued.  In  case  a  check  reported  lost  is  subsequently  found,  no  attempt  should 
be  made  to  cash  the  same  until  the  disbursing  clerk  or  other  fiscal  agent  to  whom  notice 
of  loss  has  been  given  has  been  notified  and  until  the  party  of  interest  has  been  advised 
that  necessary  action  has  been  taken  to  remove  the  stoppage  of  payment.

Employees  in  the  field  are  reminded  that,  in  accordance  with  the  practice  of  the 
bureau,  applications  for  transfer  are  considered  for  a  period  of  one  year  only,  unless 
renewed.
